The Wichita Housing Authority shall not discriminate because of race, creed, color, sex, age, handicap,
religion, familial status, or national origin in the leasing, rental, or other disposition of housing or related
facilities (including land) included in any project development or project under its jurisdiction covered by a
contract for annual contributions under the United States Housing Act of 1937, asamended (Housing and
Community Development Act Amendments (HCDA) of 1981, and Housing and Urban-Rural Recovery Act
(HURRA) of 1983), or in the use or occupancy thereof. The WichitaHousing Authority shall not, on

account of race, creed, color, sex, age, religion, handicap, familial status, or national origin, deny to any family
the opportunity to apply for such housing, nor deny to any eligible applicant the opportunity to lease or rent
any dwelling in any such housing suitable to its needs.

ELIGIBILITY FOR ADMISSION

The Wichita Housing Authority records with respect to applications for admission to any public housing
assisted under the United States Housing Act of 1937, as amended, shall indicate as to each application the
date and time of receipt; the determination of the local authority asto eligibility or ineligibility of the
applicant; where eligible, the unit size for which the applicant is eligible; and the date, location, identification,
and circumstances of each vacancy offered and accepted or rejected.

1. two or more persons residing together in a stable family-type relationship, including single pregnant
women with no other children (regardless of delivery date) or asingle person in the process of
securing legal custody and/or adoption of any individual, who has not obtained the age of 18 years,
who meets all other requirements;

2. ahead of household, spouse, or sole family member who isat least 62 years of age, or a disabled
person, and may include two or more elderly, disabled or handicapped persons, living with another
person who is determined to be essential to their care and well being (see Glossary for definition of
“Live-in-Aide");

3. theremaining member of atenant family (for continued occupancy purposes only), whois at least
18 years of age, or the age of mgjority as designated by state law;

4. asingle person or near elderly at least 50 years old, but under the age of 62 years person living alone
or intending to live alone, and who does not qualify as an elderly family, or a displace person, or as
the remaining member of atenant family; or

5. adisplaced person who is displaced by governmental action, or a person whose dwelling has been
extensively damaged or destroyed as aresult of adisaster declared or otherwise formally recognized



pursuant to federal disaster relief laws, aswell asthe conversion, sale or closing of an applicant’s
building.

The applicant must beincome eligible. The applicant’stotal family annual income as defined in Section
X, shall not at the time of admission, exceed the HUD approved amounts posted on the Wichita Housing
Authority officia bulletin board(s).

The applicant may be denied admission to the project, if such admission would prove detrimental to the
project or itsresidents. The criteriafor tenant selection shall be reasonably related to individual
attributes and behavior of an applicant over the most recent five year period and shall not be related to
those which may be imputed to a particular group or category of persons of which an applicant may be a
member. However, before such determination is made, consideration shall be given to favorable changes
in the families pattern of behavior, such as alapse of two years since an offense and to other extenuating
circumstances which offer reasonabl e assurance that the family meets the Wichita Housing Authority
admission standards.

Applicants for assistance and participants must submit their complete and accurate social security
numbers and cards. In addition, all family members must disclose their social security number and cards.
Thisincludes subsequent declaration in instances where a household adds a new member.

An authorized representative of the Wichita Housing Authority shall document pertinent information
and deny applicantsrelative to, but not limited to the below.

1. History of Recent Criminal Activity —includes casesin which amember of the family who is
expected to reside in the household was or is engaged in prostitution, sale or use of illegal drugs, or
other serious criminal activity.

In adecision about criminal activity, the Wichita Housing Authority has the discretion to consider
all of the circumstances of the case. In appropriate cases, the Wichita Housing Authority may
permit admission and continued occupancy of family members not involved in criminal activity and
may impose a condition that the person who engaged in theillegal activity will not reside in the
unit. The WichitaHousing Authority also may require afamily member who has engaged inillegal
use of drugsto present evidence of successful completion of atreatment program as a condition of
admission or being allowed to remain in the unit.

2. Pattern of Behavior —includes evidence of repeated acts of violence on the part of an individual, or a
pattern of conduct constituting a danger to peaceful occupancy by neighbors.

3. Confirmed Drug Addiction —includes standards pursuant to Section 57&falliy Housing
and Work Responsibility Act of 1®@8prohibit admission to the low-income public housing for
any household with amember who the Wichita Housing Authority determinesisillegally using a
controlled substance. Households with a member with respect to whom the Wichita Housing
Authority determinesthat it has reasonabl e cause to believe that such household member’sillegal
use (or pattern of abuse) of alcohol, may interfere with the health, safety, or right to peaceful
enjoyment of the premises by other residents shall also be denied admission.

In determining whether to deny admission to low-income public housing
to any household based on a pattern of illegal use of acontrolled substance or a pattern of abuse of
alcohol by a household member, the Wichita Housing Authority may consider whether such
household member has done the following:

a. successfully completed a supervised drug or alcohol rehabilitation program and is
no longer engaging in theillegal use of a controlled substance or abuse of alcohol;



b. been rehabilitated successfully and is no longer engaging in theillegal use of a
controlled substance or abuse of alcohol; or

c. isparticipating in asupervised drug or alcohol rehabilitation program andisno  longer
engaging intheillegal use of acontrolled substance or abuse of alcohol.

1. Rapeor Sexua Deviation —includesindividuals who have been involved as offendersin rape,
indecent exposure, sodomy, carnal abuse, and impairing the morals of aminor. Exception may be
permitted in the case of an individual under 16 years when he/she was involved in such offense and
evidence from areliable source shows that the individual may be considered rehabilitated.

2. Initiating Threats — behavior in a manner of indicating intent to assault persons, employees or
tenants of previous housing.

3. Abandonment of a Previous Housing Unit — abandonment of the unit without advising the housing
agency officials so that staff may secure the unit and protect its property from vandalism.

4. Non-Payment of Rightful Obligations—excluding legal bankruptcy and cases where such
nonpayment isadirect result of illness of injury as documented by medical records.

5. Intentionaly Falsifying an Application for Housing —including giving false information regarding
family income, size, or utilization of an alias on the application for housing.

6. Record of Serious Disturbance of Neighbors, Destruction of Property or Other Disruptive or
Dangerous Behavior — behavior which consists of patterns which endanger the life, safety, morals or
welfare, or right to peaceful enjoyment of other persons by physical violence, gross negligence or
irresponsibility; which damage the equipment or premises in which the applicant resides or which
are seriously disturbing to neighbors or disrupt sound family and community life, indicating the
applicant'sinability to adapt to living in afamily setting. Includes neglect of children which
endangerstheir health, safety, or welfare; judicial termination of tenancy in previous housing on the
grounds of nuisance or objectionable conduct, alcoholism or frequent loud parties, which have
resulted in serious disturbances to neighbors.

7. Grossly Unsanitary or Hazardous Housekeeping — includes the creation of afire hazard through
acts such a hoarding rags and papers, damage to premises and equipment, if it is established that the
family is responsible for the condition; infestation, foul odors (including pet odors), depositing
garbage, or pet waste in areas other than those specifically designated, or neglect of the premises.
This category does not include families, whose housekeeping is found to be disorderly, where such
conditions do not create a problem from neighbors.

8. Destruction of Property

A. Elderly or handicapped applicants or tenant may not be denied admission or continued occupancy in
rental housing built exclusively for occupancy by the elderly or handicapped by reason of ownership of
acommon household pet which is eligible under the terms of the Wichita Housing Authority pet policy.

PROCESSING APPLICATIONS FOR ADMISSION

A. Upon the opening of the application process, each family seeking admission to the low-income public
housing program must complete a preliminary application signed by the head of the family, spouse, or
other responsible party. Thisapplication will be reviewed by staff to determine the applicant’s
eligibility based on income guidelines and family by definition. Each applicant will be advised in writing,



at the earliest date possible, asto hisor her eligibility for the low income public housing program. Each
applicant determined to be eligible will then be placed on awaiting list (if they cannot be housed
immediately) and advised in writing of their status on the waiting list.

The applicant will be later notified as to the schedul ed time of a Preoccupancy Meeting at
which time aformal application will be completed. Such notification shall indicate that the attendance at
the Preoccupancy Meeting is mandatory and is a condition of placement. In the event that no other
applicants exist on the waiting list for a particular bedroom size, the requirement to attend a
Preoccupancy Meeting may be waived by staff. Otherwise, failure to attend the scheduled
Preoccupancy Meeting will result in adetermination of ineligibility and the applicant’s name will be
purged from the waiting list.

The formal application will request all information relative to previous housing, total family income,
total income from assets, val ue of assets, medical expenses (elderly, disabled or handicapped only),
handicapped assistance expense, full-time student status, child care expense, family requesting larger
units then applicable, and family type composition.

1. Theaboveinformation will require verification of third parties. Third party oral verification must
be properly documented as to time, date, source, and signed by the Wichita Housing Authority
staff member who made the contact. When written or oral third party verifications are impossible
to obtain, applicable documents may be photocopied except when prohibited by law (i.e.,
government checks). Sources of information may include, but not limited to, the applicant, (by
means of interviews or home visits), landlords, employers, family social workers, parole officers,
court records, drug treatment centers, clinics, physicians or police departments where warranted by
the particular circumstances. All verifications shall be maintained in the applicant’sfile. All
applicants must produce the name, address, and phone number of their current/previous landlord or
they will be considered ineligible.

2. Verified information will be analyzed and a determination will be made with respect to the
following:

a. eligibility of applicant with respect to back monies owed to the Wichita Housing Authority;
b. eligibility of applicant asafamily;
c. €igibility of applicant with respect to income limits for admission;
d. eligibility of applicant with respect to standards for admission as described in Section I1;
e. sizeof unit required for family; and
f. rent which the family should pay.
Failureto provide alandlord reference, or failure of alandlord to respond with verification within 15
dayswill automatically be an ineligible determination excluding cases wherein the landlord refusesto
cooperate as verified by Wichita Housing Authority staff. In such instances, attempts will be made
to contact aprevious landlord. Where no landlord exists, ahome visit will be conducted by staff to
insure compliance with the
screening criteria of thispolicy.

3. Each applicant determined to be ineligible shall be promptly notified of such determinationin
writing stating the reason for ineligibility and arecord of such determination will be maintained in

the applicant’ sfolder. Such notice shall state that the applicant has theright to a Private
Conference with the Wichita Housing Authority Property Management Supervisor or his/her



designated representative, if requested within ten days from

the date of the notice. The Wichita Housing Authority shall, within ten working days of the receipt
of arequest for an ineligible applicant for aprivate conference, notify the ineligible applicant of the
time and date of the Private Conference. Whatever evidence isto be presented shall be heard on that
date.

After the conclusion of the Private Conference, a decision will be made upon the merits of the
evidence presented. Any individual who was a party to the original eligibility decision will not
make the decision. Within fifteen days, the written decision shall be forwarded to the applicant,
and a copy retained in the applicant’ sfile.

Total family income will be determined in accordance with the definition in Section X. of thispolicy and
adjusted income and Total Tenant Payment (TTP) will be computed in accordance with Section X. D.

When the applicant has been offered one unit and the offer has been refused the application will be dated
and placed at the bottom of the waiting list. In the event the applicant refuses the third unit offered, the
applicant will be purged from the waiting list.

If more than 90 days el apse between the date of the determination of the family’ s eligibility and the date
the family is scheduled for admission, all eligibility factorswill be rechecked for changes.

If an applicant has not responded to aunit offer mailed to the last know address within five calendar
days from the date of the notice was mailed, the application will be placed in the inactive file and the
waiting list documented accordingly.

LEASING

A. Calculation of Rent —afamily residing in low income public housing shall be given the opportunity to

choose between one of the below rent options as their monthly rental amount.

1. Flat Rent —the Board of Housing Commissions shall establish the monthly flat rental amount for
each bedroom size. Theflat rent shall not create adisincentive for continued residency in public
housing by families who are attempting to become economically self-sufficient through enrollment
or who have attained alevel of self-sufficiency through their own efforts.

2. Income-Based Rent — rental amount calculated on the level of atenant’ sincome, which isthe higher
of 10% of monthly income or 30% of monthly adjusted income.

B. Lease Agreement — prior to admission, alease agreement shall be signed by the family head and spouse

or other responsible member, and executed by the Wichita Housing Authority. The head of afamily is

the responsible person who islegally and morally responsible for the group and who is actually looked

to and held accountable for the families need. The household head and spouse also are required to sign an
Applicant/Tenant Certification, Federal Privacy Act Statement and Disposal Assets Certification. The
Form HUD-9886, Authorization for the Release of Information must be signed and dated by each head
spouse and any other adult family members. The Wichita Housing Authority will retain the certification
for at least three years.

The Wichita Housing Authority shall amend the lease with an addendum under the following
circumstances:

1. aaregularly scheduled or interim reexamination of income (the Notice of Rent Adjustment issued
to amend the dwelling |ease need only be signed by the Wichita Housing Authority with the original
sent to the tenant retaining a copy in the tenant file);



2. achangeinfamily composition, unit size, or transfer;

3. atthetime of transfer for any tenant moving from one dwelling unit in a project to any other
dwelling unit in aproject to any other dwelling unit in a project; and

4. any appropriate rider prepared to amend any provision of the lease.

All addenda shall be made a part of the |ease agreement. Conditions and requirements of the lease
become a part of this Admissions and Continued Occupancy Policy by reference.

C. Utility Deposits — prospective tenants responsible for furnishing the utilities must assure the Wichita
Housing Authority that the necessary utility service(s) for the anticipated unit will be obtained in order to
comply with the requirement of a safe, sanitary and healthful living environment.

D. Security Deposit — prospective tenants must deposit with the Wichita Housing Authority an amount
established by Board adopted resol utions concerning Security Deposits and the Pet Policy. These deposit
amounts will be posted on the project bulletin board.

UNIT SIZE AND TYPE REQUIRED
The following suggested standards would determine the number of bedrooms required accommodating a

family of agiven size, except that such standards may be waived when avacancy problem exists, and it is
necessary to achieve or maintain full occupancy.

B. Anunborn child will be considered a person for occupancy purposes.
C. Dwelling unitswill be assigned so that:
1. children under three years of age may occupancy the same bedroom with parents;

2. forreasons of health (old age, physical disability, etc.) separated bedrooms may be provided for
such asindividua family member if verified asto need by ahealth care provider;

3. theliving room or abasement will not regularly be used as a bedroom; and

4. social factors such as differencesin age or sex in siblings shildrbenta account in determining
unit size. Children of opposite sex, ten years or older, may have separate bedrooms.

D. Offering Handicap Unitsto Handicap Applicants or Tenants —when an accessible unit
becomes vacant, the Wichita Housing Authority before offering such unit to anon-
handicapped applicant shall offer such unit, first, to a current occupant of another unit of the
same project or comparable project under common control, having handicaps requiring
accessibility features of the vacant unit and occupying a unit not having such features. If no



such occupant exists, the unit will be offered to an eligible qualified applicant on the waiting
list having a handicap requiring the accessibility features of the vacant unit. (F.R. dated June
2, 1988, 24 CFR, Part 8, Section 8.27)

V. TENANT SELECTION POLICIES

A. TheWichitaHousing Authority will place applicants based on a broad range of income for the following
purposes:

1. toavoid concentration of the most economically and socially deprived familiesin any one or al the
Wichita Housing Authority public housing projects and

2. toattain atenant body in each project composed of families with a broad range of income and rent-
paying ability which is generally representative of the range of incomes of lower and very low-
income familiesin the Wichita Housing Authority area of operation, as set forth in Section I1. B. of
thispolicy. However, not less than 40 percent shall be occupied by families whose incomes at the
time of commencement of occupancy do not exceed 30 percent of the area median income.

A. TheWichitaHousing Authority will select applicants for Low-income Public Housing in the order of
Preliminary Application date and time.

B. Intheeventthat it isdetermined that the Wichita Housing Authority, through the nornbehant
selection process, is unable to achieve an acceptable income mixture in its devel opments, the offering
process may include skipping families on the waiting list specifically to target families with lower or
higher incomes. This policy of skipping, if implemented, will be uniformly applied. For the purposes
of thisincome targeting policy, lower incomes shall be defined as annual incomes 30 percent or less than
the area median income and higher incomes shall be defined as annual incomes greater than 30 percent of
the area median income.

C. TheWichitaHousing Authority may allow a police offiberis not otherwise eligible for residency in
public housing to residein apublic housing dwelling unit. The number of police officers admitted shall
not exceed more than one officer for each public housing concentration. The admission of a police office
shall only be permitted for the purpose of increasing security for the residents of a public housing
project.

A police officer is defined as a person who is afull-time Federal, Kansas, Sedgwick County or City of
Wichitalicensed professional law enforcement officer. Police officers who occupy a Wichita Housing
Authority dwelling shall pay monthly rent in the amount not to exceed one half (1/2) of the appropriate
flat rent scheduled for the relative bedroom size.

V. REEXAMINATION AND ELIGIBILITY FOR CONTINUED OCCUPANCY

A. Reexaminations— Theincome of all familiesin occupancy shall be reexamined at |east annually and upon
determination of anticipated annual income as defined in this policy for the ensuing year, the Total
Tenant Payment (TTP) shall be adjusted accordingly.

B. Interim Reexamination —When it is not possible to determine the anticipated annual income with any
reasonable degree of accuracy at the time of admission (initial certification) or regular reexamination
(regularly scheduled certification), due consideration should be given to tenants past income and interim
reexamination scheduled in 60 days.



An interim reexamination will be conducted if the tenant has misrepresented the facts upon which rent is
based (in such cases, any increase in rent may be made retroactive).

C. Reexamination Procedures

1. Approximately 60 to 90 days before the annual recertification, the Authorization for Release of
Information (Form HUD-9886) must be signed by all adult (18 years and older) family members.

2. Atthetime of reexamination the head of household and spouse will be required to sign the
Application/Tenant Certification, Disposal of Assets, and Federal Privacy Act Statement. (See
Section |V of thispolicy).

3. Employment and income data, assetslI-time student status, medical expenses (elderly families
only), child care expense, family type (elderly, handicapped or disabled status (unless receiving
income from an agency where such statusisrequired)), alarger unit that occupancy standards and
eligible student — alien status (when applicable) handicapped assistance expenses must be verified,
documented and placed in the tenant’ s folder.

4, Inaccordance with Section 512 of theality Housing and Work Responsibility A&Q&hon-
exempt households will be required to provide to the Wichita Housing Authority written third
party documentation that each adult resident of Low-income Public Housing contributed 8 hours
per month of community service or participated in an economic self-sufficiency program for 8-
hours per month or eight (8) hours per month of combined activities of community service and
participation in a self-sufficiency program. WichitaHousing Authority staff members shall verify
participation in community service and self-sufficiency programs. Community service and self-
sufficiency programs shall be approved by the Wichita Housing authority prior to the resident's
participation. For the purposes of the community service requirement, work activities are defined
in Section 407(d) of the Social Security Act [42 U.S.C. 607(d)]. Anexempt work activity shall not
include employment less than an average of fifteen hours (15) per week for each monthly period.

5. Third party verification is preferred. Oral third party verificatioaseceptable, if properly
documented, and photocopying the verification documents when not prohibited by law (i.e.,
government checks) is acceptable. The WichitaHousing Authority may document that the
verification documents were viewed by recording the document source, date, time, amount, etc. The
documented information must be signed by the Wichita Housing Authority staff and all
verifications maintained in the tenant’ s folder.

6. Verified information will be analyzed and the family will be recediffibeeigibility. Each family
will be reexamined least annually on the anniversary date of their lease. The process should start 60
to 90 days before the effective date of the regularly scheduled reexamination date.

7. Tenantswill be provided with at least 30 days written notice of any rent increase. Rent decreases
are effective thefirst of the next month.

A. Eligibility for Continued Occupancy
Families (as defined in Section |1 of thispolicy) are eligible for continued occupancy, and renewal of a
lease will not be refused, or eviction proceedings commenced based on the income of the family unless
the WichitaHousing Authority hasidentified for possible rental by the family, aunit of decent, safe and

sanitary housing of suitable size available at arent not exceeding 30 percent of their income.

B. Action Following Reexamination

1. A new certification/recertification of tenant eligibility form will be prepared and anew lease
addendum will be prepared. (See Section IV of this policy).

2. If any chage “in the size of unit occupied” isindicated, the tenant may be transferred to a unit of
an appropriate size and anew lease will be executed. If an appropriate unit is not available, the
tenant will be placed on atransfer list and may be moved to such unit when it does become
available.

3. If the reexamination and redetermination of income resulted in a determination that an increase in the
tenant’ srent is required; the rent shall be increased on the first of the month following on the first
of the month following at least 30 days notice.

C. Asapart of therecord of each family reexamined, the Property Management Supervisor or designee will
certify that the determinations on the application for continued occupancy and recertification of tenant
eligibility form.

ESTABLISHING RENTSBETWEEN REGULARLY SCHEDULED REEXAMINATIONS

A. Interim Rent System. Rent and other charges asfixed in Section VII C above will remainin effect for the
period between regularly scheduled reexamination unless:

1. Thereisasubstantial increase or decrease in total family income (wages, entitlements, etc.), that
would result in achangein the tenant’ srent. Significant increase or decrease is defined as 10%.
Decreasesin rent will be effective on thefirst day of the month following that in which the change
isreported. Anincreasein thetenant’srent will be effective the first day of the month following 30
dayswritten notice.

2. Thereisachangein family composition:

a. loss of lease through death, divorce, or otheuristances, or the addition of afamily
member;

b. lossor addition of principal income recipient through divorce, death, marriage or other
continuing circumstances; or

c. lossor addition of afamily member with an income.
4. Tenantsarerequired to report all such changes as they occur.

5. Addition of family members must be authorized by Wichita Housing Authority prior to movein
and should not create an overcrowded situation.

B. Interim reexaminations DO NOT affect regularly scheduled reexamination dates.
MISREPRESENTATION

Thetenant isto be notified in writing of any misrepresentations or |ease violations revealed through the
annual reexamination, rent reviews, or other occurrences and any other corrective action required by the
Wichita Housing Authority.

DEFINITION OF INCOME

Tota Family Income— Total family income meansincome from all sources of the head of the household and
spouse, and each additional member of the family residing in the household who is at |east eighteen years of



age, anticipated to be received during the twelve months following admission or reexamination of the family
income, exclusive of the income of full-time students (other than the head or spouse) and incomewhichis
temporary, non-recurring, or sporadic, as defined in this Section. Total family income shall include the
portion of the income of the head of the household or spouse temporarily absent, which, in the determination
of the WichitaHousing Authority, is (or should be) available to meet the family’ s needs.

A. Annua Income Inclusion

Total family incomeincludes, but is not limited to, the following:

1

Note:

the full amount, before any payroll deduction, of wages and salaries, including compensation for
personal services (such as commissions, fees, tips and bonuses);

net income from operation of abusiness or profession. Expenditures for business expansion or
amortization of capital indebtedness shall not be deducted to determine net income from a business;

interest, dividends, and net income of any kind from real estate or personal property where the
family has net income assets in excess of $5,000. Annual income shall include the greater of the
actual income derived from all net family assets or a percentage of the value of such assets based on
the current passbook savings rate as determined by HUD;

the full amount received from periodic payments from annuities, social security, periodic payment
from insurance policies, retirement income, pensions, periodic benefits for disability or death, and
other similar types of periodic receipts;

paymentsin lieu of earnings such as unemployment and disability compensation, social security
benefits workers compensation and dismissal wages;

welfare assistance including an amount specifically designated for shelter and utilities that is subject
of adjustment by the welfare assistance agency in accordance with the actual cost of shelter and
utilities, the amount of welfare assistance income to be included asincome shall consist of:

a. theamount of the allowance or graxclusive of the amount specifically designated for shelter
or utilities; plus

b. the maximum amounts that the welfare assistance agency could in fact allow the family for
shelter and utilities. If the family’swelfare assistanceis ratably reduced from the standard of
need by applying a percentage, the amount cal cul ated under this paragraph A 6 (b) shall be the
amount resulting from one application of the percentage;

periodic and determinable allowances such as alimony and regular contributions or gifts, including
amount received from any persons not residing in the dwelling;

all regular pay, special payments and allowances (such as longevity, overseas duty, rental
allowances, allowances for dependents, etc.) received by amember of the United States Armed
Forces;

payments to the head of household for support of aminor or payments nominally to a dependent

for his support but controlled for his benefit by the head of the household or aresident family
member, other than the head of household, responsible for his support;

A dependent is defined as a member of the family household other than the family head
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or spouse who is under 18 years of age, or is a disabled person, handicapped person, or afull-time
student. Payments received for support of a dependent is not considered the dependent’ sincome
and are to beincluded in the annual income.

A full-time student is defined as a person, other than the head of household or spouse, who:

a. isattending arecognized high school on afull-time basis;

b. iscarrying twelve semester hours (nine semester hoursin the case of a graduate student) at
one of thelocal colleges, universities or institutes recognized by the Veteran’s Administration
as educational institutions acceptabl e in applying the standards of the Gl Bill; or

c. isenrolledinand attending for atotal number of required clock hours per week, one of the local

institutions, trade, business schools or hospitals recognized by the Veteran’s Administration
as educational institutions.

A. Income does not include:

income from the employment of children, including foster children, under the age of 18 years;
payments received for the care of foster children;

lump-sums additions to family assets, such asinheritances, insurance payments, including
payments under health and accident insurance and worker’ s compensation, capital gainsand
settlement for personal or property losses;

amounts received by the family, that are specifically for, or in reimbursement of, the cost of medical
expenses for any family member in a household in which the head or spouseis elderly,
handicapped, or disabled;

income of alive-in aide, asdefined in 24 CFR 813.102;

amounts of educational scholarships paid directly to the student or the educational institution, and
amount paid by the government to a veteran for use in meeting the costs of tuition fees, books,
equipment, materials, supplies, transportation, and miscellaneous personal expenses of the student.

GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE OF
THE CITY OF WICHITA HOUSING AUTHORITY
PUBLIC HOUSING

. PURPOSE AND SCOPE

To st forth the requirements, sandards and criteria to assure that a tenant is afforded an opportunity
for ahearing if the resdent disputes within a reasonable time any Housing action, or fallure to act,
involving the resdent’ s lease with the Wichita Housing Authority or Wichita Housng Authority
regulations, which adversdly affect the individua resdent’ srights, duties, welfare or atus.

This grievance procedure is incorporated into the lease by reference thereto, and is, therefore, binding
upon both the resident and the Wichita Housing Authority.

The Wichita Housing Authority shall provide at least thirty (30) days notice to resdents and the
residents organization setting forth proposed changes in the Wichita Housing Authority grievance
procedure, and providing an opportunity to present written comments. Comments shal be considered
by the Wichita Housing Authority before adoption of any grievance procedure changes by the Wichita
Housing Authority.

The Wichita Housing Authority shdl furnish a copy of the grievance procedures to each resdent and to
the resident organization.

1. APPLICABILITY

This grievance procedureis applicable to al individua grievances between the resdent and the Wichita
Housing Authority, as defined herein.

It is not applicable to:
@ Disputes between residents not involving the Wichita Housing Authority;
(b) Class grievances,

(© Desires of resdents to initiate or negotiate policy changes between a group or
groups of resdents and the Wichita Housing Authority, or

(d) Any grievance concerning an eviction or termination of tenancy based upon;

1 Any crimind activity that threatens the hedlth, safety or right to peaceful
enjoyment of the Wichita Housing Authority’ s premises for other resdents or



employees of the Wichita Housing Authority.

2. Any drug-rdated crimind activity on or near Wichita Housng Authority
property.

DEFINITIONS

@ “GRIEVANCE” shdl mean any dispute which aresident may have with respect
to Wichita Housing Authority action or failure to act in accordance with the

individua resident’ s lease, or Wichita Housing Authority regulations which

adversdly affect resdent’ srights, welfare or satus.

(b) “COMPLAINANT” shdl mean any tenant whose grievance is presented to the
Wichita Housng Authority.

(© “ELEMENTS OF DUE PROCESS’ shdl mean an eviction or termination of
tenancy in agtate or loca court in which the following procedurd safeguards are
required.

@ Thirty (30) days natice to the resident of the grounds for termination of the
tenancy and for eviction; such notice to be effective on the date received
by the resident and ending thirty (30) days from such date.

2 Right of the resident to be represented by counsd.

3 Opportunity for the resident to refute the evidence presented by the
Wichita Housing Authority, including the right to confront and cross
examine witnesses and to present any affirmative legd or equitable
defenses which the resdent may have.

(d) “HEARING OFFICER” shdl mean person selected, in accordance with the
provisions herein provided, to hear grievances and render a decison thereto.

(e “RESIDENT” shall mean the adult or persons (other than live-in-aides);
@ Who resides in the unit, and who executed the lease with the Wichita
Housing Authority as lessee of the dwelling unit, or, if no such person

now resdesin the dwelling unit;

2 Who resides in the unit, and who is the remaining head of household of the
resdent family resding in the dwelling unit.

® “RESIDENT ORGANIZATION" includes a resdent management corporation.



V. INFORMAL SETTLEMENT OF GRIEVANCE IN A PRIVATE CONFERENCE

Any grievance shal be presented by the resident within five (5) days either oraly or in writing, to the
office of the Wichita Housing Authority so that the grievance may be discussed informdly in an attempt
to settle without ahearing. A summary of such decison shall be prepared within two working days.
One copy shdl be given to the resdent and one copy shdl be retained in the Wichita Housing Authority
resdent file. The summary shdl specify the names of the participants, dates of meeting, the nature of the
proposed disposition of the complaint and the specific reasons therefore, and shal specify the
procedures by which a hearing, under this procedure, may be obtained if the complainant is not
satisfied.

V. PROCEDURES TO OBTAIN A FORMAL HEARING

The complainant shdl submit awritten request for aforma hearing to the Property Management
Supervisor a the office of the Wichita Housing Authority within five (5) days after receipt of the
summary of the Private Conference. The written request shdl specify the reasons for the grievance and
the action or rdlief sought.

V. SELECTION OF HEARING OFFICER

A hearing officer shdl be an impartid, disnterested person selected by the Wichita Housng Authority,
other than the person who made or gpproved the Wichita Housing Authority action under review or
subordinate of such person.

VII. FAILURE TO REQUEST A HEARING

If the complainant does not request a hearing in accordance with the procedures contained herein, the
disposition made of the grievance by the Wichita Housing Authority isfina; except, thet faillure to
request a hearing does not congtitute awaiver by the complainant of the right to contest such actionin
an appropriate judicia proceeding.

VIIl. HEARING PREREQUISITE

All grievances shdl be persondly presented either ordly or in writing pursuant to the informal procedure
prescribedin SECTION 1V above; except, that if complainant shows good cause for failure to comply
withsad SECTION IV the provisons of this section may be waived by the hearing officer.

IX. ESCROW DEPOSIT




Before ahearing is scheduled in any grievance involving the amount of rent as defined in the lease which
the Wichita Housing Authority clamsis due, the complainant shdl pay to the management office an
amount equa to the amount of the rent clamed due and payable as of the firgt of the month proceeding
the month in which the act or fallure to act took place. Complainant theresfter shal deposit the same
amount of the monthly rent in an escrow account monthly until the complaint is resolved by decision of
the hearing officer.

Provison for payment of rent, as above, may be waved by the Wichita Housing Authority in
extenuating circumgtances. Unless so waived, failure to make such payments shal result in termination
of procedures; except, that such failure of termination of procedures shal not congtitute awaiver of any
right of the complainant to contest the Wichita Housing Authority’ s disposition of the grievance in any
gppropriate judicid proceeding.

X. SCHEDULING OF HEARINGS

Upon complainant’s compliance with dl the grievance procedures, or upon forma waiver by the
Wichita Housing Authority of any of the requirements hereof, which as stated herein may be waived, a
hearing shdl be scheduled by the hearing officer for atime and place reasonably convenient to both the
complainant and the Wichita Housing Authority.

A written notification pecifying the time, place, and the proceedings governing the hearing shdl be
delivered by first dlass mail or the gppropriate Wichita Housing Authority officid.

XIl. EXCLUSIONS FROM GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE

The Wichita Housng Authority does exclude from this grievance procedure any grievance concerning a
termination of tenancy or eviction that involves

@ Any crimind activity that threatens the hedlth, safety or right to peaceful enjoyment of
the Wichita Housng Authority’s premises for other resdents or employees of the
Wichita Housng Authority.

(b) Any drug-rdaed crimind activity on or near such premises.

Xl1l. PROCEDURES GOVERNING THE HEARING

The hearing shdl be hdd before the hearing officer. The complainant shal be afforded afar hearing
providing the basic safeguards of due processincluding:

@ The opportunity before the hearing, to examine, and at the expense of the complainants,
to copy al documents, records, and regulations, that are directly relevant to the hearing.
Any document not made available after request therefore by the complainant may not



be rdied upon by the Wichita Housing Authority at grievance hearing;

(b) The right to be represented by counsel or other person chosen astheresdent’s
representative, and to have such person make statements on the resident’ s behalf;

(© The right to a private hearing unless the complainant request a public hearing;

(d) The right to present evidence and arguments in support of hisher complaint, to
controvert evidence relied upon by the Wichita Housng Authority or project
management, and to confront and cross-examine al witnesses on whose testimony or
information the Wichita Housing Authority or project management relies, and

(e A decison based solely and exclusively upon the facts presented at the grievance
hearing.

The hearing officer may render a decision without proceeding with the hearing if the hearing officer
determines that the issue has been previously decided in another hearing or proceeding.

If the complainant or the Wichita Housng Authority fails to appear at a scheduled hearing, the hearing
officer may make a determination to postpone the hearing for not to exceed five (5) working days or to
make a determination that the party waved hisher right to ahearing. Both the complainant and the
WichitaHousing Authority shal not be natified of the determination by the hearing officer provided, that
adetermination that the complainant has waived hisher right to a hearing shal not congtitute awaiver of
any right the complainant may have to contest the Wichita Housing Authority digoostion of the
grievance in an gppropriate judicid proceeding.

At the hearing, the complainant must first make a showing of an entitlement to the relief sought and
theregfter the Wichita Housing Authority must sustain the burden of judtifying the Housing Authority
action or failure to act againgt which the complainant is directed.

The hearing shdl be conducted informaly by the hearing officer and ora or documentary evidence
pertinent to the facts and issues raised by the complainant may be received without regard to
admissihility under the rules of evidence gpplicable to judicia proceedings. The hearing officer shal
require the Wichita Housing Authority, complainant, counsd and other participant to conduct
themsdlvesin an orderly fashion. Failure to comply with the directions of hearing officer to obtain order
may result in excluson from the proceedings or a decision adverse to the interests of the disorderly
party granting or denid of rdlief sought, as gppropriate.

The complainant or the Wichita Housing Authority may arrange, in advance and a the expense of the
party making the arrangement, for atranscript of the hearing.  Any interested party may purchase a
copy of such transcript.

The Wichita Housing Authority shal provide reasonable accommodations for persons with disabilitiesto
participate in the hearing. Reasonable accommodations may include, but are not limited to: qudified



sgn language interpreters, readers, accessible locations, or atendants.

If the tenant is visualy impaired, any natice to the resdent which is required under these procedures
shdl bein an accessible format, designed to give actud notice.

X, DECISION OF THE HEARING OFFICER

The hearing officer shall prepare awritten decision, together with the reasons therefore, within ten days
after the hearing. A copy of the decison shall be sent to the complainant and the Wichita Housing
Authority. The Wichita Housng Authority shdl retain a copy of the decision in the resdent’ sfolder. A
copy of such decison with dl names and identifying references ddeted, shdl be maintained on file by the
Wichita Housing Authority and made available for ingpection by a prospective complainant, his’her
representative, or hearing officer.

The decison of the hearing officer shdl be binding on the Wichita Housing Authority which shdl take dl
actions, or refrain from any actions, necessary to carry out the decision unless the Wichita Board of
Housing Commission determines within a reasonable time, and promptly notifies the complainant of its
determination that:

@ The grievance does not concern Wichita Housing Authority action or faillureto act in
accordance with or involving the complainant’ s lease or Wichita Housing Authority
regulations, which adversdly affect the complainant’ s rights, duties, welfare or satus; or

(b) The decison of the hearing officer is contrary to gpplicable federd, state or locd law,
HUD regulations or requirements of the Annua Contribution Contract between HUD
and the Wichita Housing Authority.

A decision of the hearing officer or the Wichita Board of Housng Commissionersin favor of the Wichita
Housing Authority or which deniesthe relief requested by the complainant in whole or part, shal not
condtitute awaiver of, nor affect in any manner whatever, any rights the complainant may haveto atria
de novo or judicid review in any judicid proceedings, which may thereafter be brought in this metter.



OPERATION AND MANAGEMENT

The City of WichitaHousing Authority (WHA) owns and manages 577 resdentia units. 226
units are located in four derly designated complexes. 351 residentid units are angle family
dwedlings located in various aress of the City of Wichita It isestimated that 100 units will
become available annudly for the housing of low-income gpplicants.

The WHA’ s conditions, rules and regulations of occupancy are maintained and made availaole
for review at the Property Management Office located at 332 N. Riverview, Wichita, Kansas.
The Addendum to the WHA Lease Agreement contains the conditions, rules and regulations of

occupancy.

It isthe policy of the WHA to ensure that dl resdentia units will be maintained in accordance to
the highest Housing Qudity Standards possble. The WHA saff will aggressively address
maintenance emergencies and take corrective action within 24 hours of notification. With the use
of on cal mantenance saff, the WHA will respond to evening, holiday and weekend
emergencies. Additionaly the WHA will address minor physica needs by responding to work
orderson adally bass.

The WHA will continue to rehabilitate vacant units with its maintenance gaff. Additiondly, the
WHA will use the support of independent contractors in the event move-outs exceed the ability
of WHA gaff to make units ready for rent. Units will be rehabilitated usng Housing Quadlity
Standards. The WHA will continue to upgrade and modernize units with the Capita Fund
Program.

It isaso the policy of the WHA to perform or contract with vendors to perform the necessary
actions in accordance with the WHA Preventive Maintenance Program. This Program will
ensure that minor physical needs will be periodicaly corrected to avoid maintenance
emergencies.

It isthe policy of the WHA to perform mandatory pest control ingpections annudly at dl elderly
designated gpartment complexes. The WHA provides treatment as identified at no expense to
the tenants when the annud pest inspection confirmsthe need. The ederly tenants, a ther
expense, may request monthly inspections and/or trestments from the WHA vendor at a
reduced cost. Single family dwellings are inspected by WHA Property Managers for pests
annudly. Inthe event that a pest infetation is evident and the tenant does not remedy the
Stuation, Property Managers will order treatment at the tenant’ s expense. The tenant, on a
monthly basis, may obtain treatment at a reduced rate from the WHA vendor. The vendor's
trestment will take under consderation al tenant hedth Stuations prior to trestment.

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OWNERSHIP OF PETS
Single Family Dwellings

The City of Wichita Housing Authority (WHA) will enforce the bdlow Pet Policy inits angle family
dwdling developments.

1.

DEPOSIT

A pet deposit is required for dogs and/or cats kept on the premises of WHA residential units.
Deposits for dogs or cats will be $150.00 for the first anima and $100.00 for the second
animd. No more than two animas are alowed per resdentid unit. The pet deposit will be
refunded within thirty (30) days of the tenant’s exit of the resdentid unit if there are no pet
damages. The pet deposit isin addition to the regular security deposit.

HOUSE RULES

A. A WHA tenant shal only keep an authorized pet and is not alowed to keep another

person’s pet. No pet will be dlowed temporarily on the premises with the exception of
those assisting the handicapped.

. All City and County required shots and licenses must be current and certified by a practicing

veterinarian. An annud regisration update will be required a the owner’ s annua
recertification.

. Owner must provide written notification to the WHA of who will be responsible for their pet

during hospitaization or vacations. This information must include the name, address, and
phone number of two (2) respongible parties and isto be given at thetimethe pet is
acquired and updated at the owner’ sannud recertification. Failure to supply complete
information is basis for the WHA to refuse to register the pet.

. Pet owners are required to comply with al ordinances of the City of Wichitardating to the

care and control of animds.

. Any pet that bites any person must be removed permanently from WHA property.

. The owners are responsible for controlling pet noise and pet odor. Any pet disturbing the

peace of neighbors through noise, smell, anima waste, or other nuisance must be removed
from the premises. Subgtantiated written complaints by neighbors or WHA staff will result
in the owner being required to permenantly remove the pet.

. Animd Control Officers may enter a unit to transfer any animal that isleft unattended for 24

hours. The WHA accepts no responsibility for pets so removed.

PET TYPES, BREEDS, AND LIMITATIONS



Pets shdl be limited to “common household pets,” the definition being a domesticated animd,
such asadog, cat, bird, rodent, fish or turtle, traditionaly kept in the home for pleasure rather
than commercid purposes. Of the common household pets listed, the pet deposit shdl apply to
dogs and cats only.

Breeds not dlowed are Rottweller, Pit Bull, German Shepherd, Chow, Doberman Pincher or
any mix thereof.

Dogs and Cats— al would gpply at maturity, not puppy or kitten stage.
(1) 18’ or lessin height, 30 pound weight limit.
(2) All cats must be declawed.

VIOLATION OF PET RULES

A. If theowner isin violation of the Pet Policy, the WHA shdl serve written notice of it. The
notice will include a statement of the rule(s) dlegedly violated, and advise the tenant they
have fourteen (14) days from the receipt of said notice to correct the violation or request a
meeting. A statement will further be included that failure to correct the violation or request a
mesting, or falure to atend a requested meeting may result in initiation of proceduresto
terminate the tenancy.

B. If the owner requests a meeting, the WHA will establish a mutualy agreesble time and place
no later than ten (10) days from the receipt of said notice by owner. Upon written request,
additiona time may be permitted for the owner to correct the violation.

C. If aresolution of the violation is unable to be reached at the meeting, or if WHA determines
the pet owner hasfailed to correct the violation, then the WHA may serve written notice
requiring remova of the pet. This notice will include the pet rulex(s) that have been violated,
adatement that the pet owner must remove the pet within fourteen (14) days from the
service of sad notice, and a Satement that failure to remove the pet may result in initiation of
procedures to terminate the tenancy.

D. Viodlation of the Pet Policy of the WHA isaviolaion of the WHA Dwdling Lease
Agreement and will condtitute grounds for the termination of the lease pursuant to the
Dwadlling Lease Agreement.

E. Theprovisons of this Pet Policy are hereby incorporated as a part of the Dwelling Lease
Agreement.

LIABILITY



The Wichita Housing Authority, the City of Wichitaand their representatives will not be held
responsible for any accident or injury involving tenants or vistors to adwedling unit as aresult of
dlowing petsin the projects.



OWNERSHIP OF PETS
Elderly Apartments

The City of Wichita Housing Authority (WHA) will enforce the below Pet Policy in its ederly gpartment complexes.

1 DEPOSIT

Deposit will increase an additiona amount that will be 50% of the security deposit or the tenant’ s rent whichever
isgreater. (However, this deposit cannot exceed $300.00 and can be gradually accumulated.) The security
deposit isfully refundable, if there are no pet damages.

2. RENT

Rent will remain as caculated by HUD regulations regardless whether the tenant keeps an authorized pet.

3. HOUSE RULES

A. A WHA tenant shall only keep an authorized pet and is not alowed to keep another person’s pet. No pet
will be alowed temporarily on the premises with the exception of those assisting the handicapped.

B. Petsarenot adlowed in the community rooms, kitchen, dining room or laundry facilities, except those
assisting the handicapped.

C. Therewill be no rules enforced againg individuas with animas that assst the handicapped, regardless of
whether the anima resdesin the project or iswith avistor. Thisexcluson for handicgpped individuas will
be granted only with written certification thet the animd is trained to assist the person with that specific
handicap.

D. Catsand dogs must aways be controlled on aleash except when in the owner’s gpartment. The pet must
be leashed to the owner or adesignated adult. The leash shdl not exceed six feet in length.

E. No more than one pet shdl be dlowed in the elevator a any onetime.

F. All City and County required shots and licenses must be current and certified by a practicing veterinarian.
An annud regigration update will be required at the owner’s annud recertification.

G. All litter (paper, kitty litter, etc.) must be placed in plastic bags, sealed and placed in marked containers.
The trash chutes may not be used.

H. A designated area shal be used when walking pets outdoors and litter cleaned up by the tenant. The
Property Manager for each ederly complex will designate the area.

|. If the owner failsto remove pet waste from the designated area, there will be a separate waste removed
charge of $5.00 per occurrence billed to the tenant.

J. A wak-through housing ingpection may be done monthly by the Property Manager to insure the tenants are
adhering to the pet policy.



. Owner mugt provide written notification to the WHA of who will be responsible for their pet during

hospitdization or vacations. This information must include the name, address, and phone number of two (2)
responsible parties and is to be given at the time the pet is acquired and updated at the owner’ s annual
recertification. Failure to supply complete information is bass for the WHA to refuse to register the pet.

. If the pet bites another tenant or anyone in the building or on the grounds of said housing complex, the

owner must remove the pet permanently from the complex.

. Pet owners must have pets spayed or neutered and provide said certification.

. The owner(s) are responsible for controlling pet noise and pet odor. Any pet disturbing the peace of

neighbors through noise, smdll, anima waste, or other nuisance must be removed from the premises.
Subgtantiated written complaints by neighbors or Housing Authority personned will result in the owner being
required to permanently remove the pet.

Any insect infestation exterminations due to a pet in the pet owner’s unit and/or other adjacent units will be
the financid responghbility of the pet owner and charged to their account.

Anima Control Officers may enter aunit to transfer any animd that is left unattended for 24 hours. The
Housing Authority accepts no responsbility for pets so removed.

Pet owners shd| take adequate precautions to eiminate any pet odor within the apartment and to maintain
the gpartment in a sanitary condition at dl times.

PET TYPES, BREEDS, AND LIMITATIONS

A.

Pets shdl be limited to “common household pets,” the definition being a domesticated animd, such asadog,
cat, bird, rodent, fish or turtle, traditionaly kept in the home from pleasure rather than commercia purposes.

Limit of one (1) pet per gpartment, with the exception of birds and fish for which the WHA can place
ressonable limitation.

VIOLATION OF PET POLICY

A.

If the owner isin violation of the Pet Policy, the WHA shdl serve written notice of it. The notice will include
a datement of the rule(s) dlegedly violated, and advise the tenant they have fourteen (14) days from the
receipt of said natice to correct the violation or request ameeting. A statement will further be included that
falure to correct the violation or request ameeting, or fallure to atend a requested meeting may result in
initiation of procedures to terminate the tenancy.

If the owner requests a meeting, the WHA will establish a mutually agreesble time and place no later than
ten (10) days from the receipt of said notice by owner. Upon written request, additiona time may be
permitted for the owner to correct the violation.

If aresolution of the violation is unable to be reached a the meeting, or if the WHA determines the pet
owner has failed to correct the violation, then the WHA may serve written naotice requiring remova of the
pet. This notice will include the rule(s) that were violated, a Statement that the pet owner must remove the
pet within fourteen (14) days from the service of said notice, and a statement that failure to remove the pet
may result in initiation of procedure to terminate the tenant.

ADDITIONAL COMMENTS

A.

An gpplicant may rgject a unit offered by the WHA issaid unit is close in proximity to one where an existing
tenant owns apet. Thisrgection will not adversdy affect the applicant’ s position on the waiting list or
qudification for any tenant selection preference. The WHA does not have to provide dternate dwelling
units to existing or prospective tenants.

The WHA shdl contact the listed responsible parties if the desth or incapacity of the owner threatens the
hedlth and safety of the pet. The WHA also can contact appropriate state and loca authorities or remove
the pet and place it in afacility for care and shelter not to exceed thirty (30) days, at the tenant’s expense.

The WHA must serve notice of the rules regarding the Pet Policy during the tenant consultation period or
within gty (60) days of the effective date. The notice shal ate that the WHA will be required to provide
tenants a copy of any pet rule developed only upon the tenant’ s request. Each prospective tenant shal be
advised of the right to request copies of the pet rules. The notice must be posted in various aress of the
project containing the texts of the proposed rules and a statement that the tenants may submit written
comments no later than thirty (30) days from the effective date.

LIABILITY

The Wichita Housing Authority, the City of Wichita and their representatives will not be held respongble for any
accident or injury involving tenants or vistors to the buildings as aresult of dlowing petsin the projects.



SECTION 8 HOMEOWNERSHIP CAPACITY STATEMENT

The City of Wichita Housing Authority will demondrate its capacity in the implementation of the
Section 8 Homeownership Plan by requiring that financing for purchase of a home under its
Section 8 Homeownership Program will: be provided, insured or guaranteed by the Kansas or
Federa government; comply with secondary mortgage market underwriting requirements; or
comply with generally accepted private sector underwriting standard.



IMPLEMENTATION OF COMMUNITY SERVICE REQUIREMENTS

In accordance with Section 512 of the Quality Housing and Work Responsibility Act of 1998
and HUD regulations, non-exempt households will be required to provide to the Wichita
Housing Authority written third party documentation that each adult resident of Public Housing
contributed eight (8) hours per month of community service, participated in an economic sdif-
sufficiency program for eight (8) hours per month or eight (8) hours per month of combined
activities of community service and participation in a sdf-sufficiency program.

Wichita Housing Authority staff members shdl verify participation in community service and
sdf-aufficiency programs. Community service and sdf-sufficiency programs shdl be gpproved
by the Wichita Housing Authority prior to the resdent's participation. For the purposes of the
community service requirement, work activities are defined in Section 407(d) of the Socia
Security Act [42 U.S.C. 607(d)]. Anexempt work activity shal not include employment less
than an average of fifteen hours (15) per week for each monthly period.

Written natification of the Community Service Requirement was given to dl resdents who were
not ederly or disabled on Jduly 1, 2000. Further notice will be given to resdents of Public
Housing that are not exempt by November 1, 2000 relative to their individua requirements and
reporting process. The Wichita Housing Authority will develop further detalled agreements with
the Kansas Department of Socid and Rehabilitation Services prior to December 31, 2000. The
Wichita Housng Authority isin the find stages of completing a new |ease agreement for
immediate implementation.



5-YEAR PLAN PROGRESS

The City of Wichita Housing Authority has made mgor improvements to meet Misson and 5-
Year Godsintheyear 2000. Public Housing has implemented its Resdent Service
Coordinator Program, which is now providing supportive services to increase independence for
the elderly and the disabled at Greenway and McLean Manor. The Designated Housing
Allocation Plan has been implemented this year that limits new occupancy to persons age 62
and over at Greenway and McLean Manor. Non-exempt unemployed residents have been
natified about their involvement with the Community Service Requirement that will be
implemented in 2001. The Public Housing Homeownership Program was implemented in 2000
with itsfirg sde of asingle-family dwelling to its Public Housing tenant. With the use of Public
Housing's Comprehensive Grant Funds, numerous single-family dwellings have been
rehabilitated and its accessible unit inventory was increased for the disabled by rehabilitating 16
gpartment unitsto ADA 504 standards.

The Section 8 Program implemented the Designated Housing Allocation Program with 176
vouchers to assist non-elderly households. 1n 2000, gpplication was made for 100 additional
dlocations for the Family Unification Program. Staff implemented the Mainstream V oucher
Program with 75 alocations and applied for additiond 75 dlocations. Application was made
for Fair Share Housing V ouchers in which 120 allocations were gpproved to service the
following:

To expand the Family Unification Program

To create a new program for the Home Bound disabled/elderly

To expand Mainstream dlocations

To expand the absorption of portable families relocating to Wichita

Section 8 received approva for the continuation for funding for a FSS Coordinator. Two new
Clerks and one Inspector have been added to staff. 1n 2000, Section 8 conducted a Landlord
Training Sesson that was very successful with gpproximately 250 landlords in attendance.



RESIDENT MEMBER OF THE GOVERNING BOARD

Current City of Wichita ordinance does not address a resident member gppointment to the
Board of Housing Commissioners (BOHC). The City is developing the necessary ordinance to
modify the BOHC bylaws to ater membership and to define the roles of Commissoners. A
resident member is anticipated to be appointed to the BOHC prior to Wichita Housing
Authority'sfiscd year 2001. The Wichita City Council will gppoint the resident member.

PUBLIC HOUSING

Communications - Staff has increased the number and amount of information being sent to
residents on a monthly basis. Residents of devel opments have been surveyed asking for their
input regarding Capital Fund Projects. Through the implementation of the Resident Service
Coordination Program dternative methods of communication are being explored.

Safety - Safety issues have been blended into the Capitd Fund budgets. With the
implementation in 2000 of the Drug Elimination Grant Program, Public Housing has partnered
with the Wichita Police Department to initiate above basdine patrols to Public Housing
developments. Socid programs funded by the Drug Elimination Grant are focused on reducing
drug usage and crime should aso directly benefit Public Housing residents.

COMMENTS ON HOUSING PLANS

The comments provided at the September 11, 2000 Tenant Advisory Board Mesting were:

1. Screening should be completed prior to the offer of housing by WHA. Screening should be
done uniformly and consstently for Section 8 and Public Housing as described in the Public
Housing Admissions and Continued Occupancy Policy.

2. Homeownership Program for Section 8 is endorsed and implementetion is strongly
encouraged.

3. Communication between the Tenant Advisory Board and the proposed Landlord Advisory
Group should be encouraged to address and resolve common issues.

4. Sdafety should be enhanced in the complexes to require mandatory fire and tornado drills,
etc. within the complexes.
